Florida's automobile tourist 
volume increased Ьу, тоге than}; 
300,000 visitors and $58 million 
through May over the corres- 
| ponding period in 1960, Weiden 
Jarrard, chairman-director 
the Florida Development Cont 
mission anounced today. 

Jarrard said research on visit- 
ors who come by car (about 80 
per cent of the total) shows a 10 
per cent rise in this category. 
Figures for those using planes, 
trains and busses are computed 
for the six-month period. 
Based on an expenditure of 
$880 per day per person — the 
1960 year-round average — this 
increase poured $57,750,000 
more into the state's coffers than. 
did last year's spenders during 
the same period, for a total of.
